CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 


The  1987-88  fiscal  year  constitutes  a  real  turning  point  for  the  Foundation.  A  key 
factor  was  that  it  was  the  fifth  of  the  initial  five-year  period  of  $1  million  of  nursing 
research  support  established  by  the  Province  of  Alberta  in  1982.  By  March,  1988, 
the  AFNR  Board  of  Directors  had  awarded  approximately  125  nursing  research 
grants  in  the  areas  of  nursing  practice,  education  and  administration  since  the  grant 
program  became  operational  in  June,  1983.  Secondly,  in  response  to  the  AFNR 
Board's  request  for  continued  funding  through  special  legislation  or  if  that  was  not 
seen  possible,  the  Government's  specified  support  of  the  Foundation,  the  Cabinet 
strongly  endorsed  continuation  of  AFNR  funding,  that  support  being  "based  on  the 
Foundation  clearly  demonstrating,  during  the  five-year  (1982-87)  pilot  period  that 
there  was  a  provincial  need  for  research  in  nursing."  In  January  1988,  the 
Government  then  confirmed  a  commitment  to  continue  funding  nursing  research 
through  the  Foundation  at  a  minimum  of  $1  million  over  the  next  five  years.  While 
the  AFNR  Board  of  Directors'  five-year  funding  proposal  also  entailed  a  request  for 
additional  funding  to  provide  nursing  research  consultation  services  to  agencies  and 
organizations  throughout  Alberta,  that  request  was  not  met.  The  pivotal  point, 
however,  is  that  funding  was  reinstituted;  and  given  that  it  has  been  guaranteed  by 
the  Government  at  $1  million  as  the  minimum  amount,  it  may  be  that  additional 
funding  will  be  provided  by  the  Government  within  the  four  years  which  will  follow. 

Another  major  event  this  year  was  that  AFNR  was  advised  by  the  Department  of 
Advanced  Education  that  AFNR  secretariat  services  would  no  longer  be  provided 
by  the  Department,  given  that  the  initial  five-year  pilot  period  was  coming  to  a 
close.  These  services  are  now  being  handled  by  the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation 
for  Medical  Research  (AHFMR),  which  funds  medical,  as  distinct  from  nursing 
research,  based  in  Alberta.  As  AFNR  itself  is  not  as  yet  a  legal  entity,  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Government  to  transfer  the  AFNR  funds  to  The  University  of 
Calgary  which  very  helpfully  agreed  to  hold  AFNR  funds  in  trust.  The  secretariat 
services  being  provided  to  AFNR  by  AHFMR  colleagues  is  an  arrangement 
enthusiastically  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  both  because  of  the  expert 
services  entailed  and  the  collaborative  research  prospects  this  administrative 
relationship  may  foster. 

The  success  of  AFNR's  first  five  years  of  operation  is  due  to  extensive  contributions 
of  many  people  and  organizations,  including  the  AFNR  Board  of  Directors  and 
members  of  its  Scientific  Review  Committee,  external  reviewers,  the  Ministers, 
Deputy  Ministers  and  staff  of  the  Department  of  Advanced  Education,  Members  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  the  media  and  the  many  health  related  organizations, 
including  the  Alberta  Association  of  Registered  Nurses,  Alberta  Hospital 
Association,  Alberta  Public  Health  Association  and  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation 
for  Medical  Research.  A  special  thank  you  to  Dr.  Joy  Calkin,  the  AFNR  Vice- 
Chairman,  who  was  Acting  Chairman  for  six  months  during  my  illness  this  year. 
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Lastly,  it  is  both  the  experienced  and  the  beginning  nurse  researchers  of  Alberta  to 
whom  we  wish  to  give  special  recognition,  for  they  have  very  successfully 
demonstrated  the  relevance  and  utility  of  the  AFNR  funding  programs. 

Alberta  is  the  only  province  or  state,  worldwide,  to  earmark  funds  specifically, 
exclusively  for  nursing  research.  The  Alberta  Foundation  for  Nursing  Research  will 
continue  in  its  efforts  to  improve  nursing  care  through  nursing  research.

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FOUNDATION  ACTIVITIES 


In  this  fifth  year  of  operation,  the  Board  of  Directors  met  on  five  occasions  to 
conduct  Foundation  business:  June  1,  1987,  September  24,  1987,  October  16,  1987, 
December  1,  1987,  and  January  28,  1988.  The  Foundation  welcomed  five  new 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  over  the  1987/88  year:  Dr.  Joanne  Scholdra,  of 
The  University  of  Lethbridge,  who  replaced  Dr.  Leslie  Hardy;  Ms.  Kathleen  Oberle 
of  the  Alberta  Association  of  Registered  Nurses  (AARN),  who  replaced  Dr. 
Elizabeth  Davies;  Dr.  Nancy  Grant,  who  replaced  Dr.  Janet  Kerr,  of  the  AARN;  Dr. 
Marilyn  Wood,  who  replaced  Dr.  Jannetta  MacPhail  of  the  University  of  Alberta; 
and  Ms.  Sheila  Embury,  who  replaced  Mr.  Sid  Vandermeulin  as  a  public 
representative. 

During  the  1987/88  year,  the  Foundation  held  two  grant  competitions:  the  first 
competition  closed  on  March  1,  1987  and  the  second  on  October  15,  1987.  The 
Foundation  received  36  applications  for  the  March  1  competition  and  funded  21  of 
the  proposals  for  a  total  of  $158,218;  35  applications  were  received  for  the  October 
15  competition,  of  which  20  were  funded  for  a  total  of  $5 1,630.  It  was  also 
determined  that  $25,000  was  insufficient  to  conduct  both  the  demonstration  and 
evaluation  components  of  the  Demonstration/Evaluation  grants,  and  consequently, 
the  grant  limit  was  increased  to  $50,000.  In  addition,  the  Student  Research  Bursary 
amounts  were  increased  to  $1,000  for  masters'  or  baccalaureate  research,  and  $2,000 
for  doctoral  research,  to  assist  students  more  fully  with  meeting  their  research 
expenses. 

Dr.  Mary  Renfrew  Houston  completed  the  one-year  project  as  the  Foundation's 
nursing  research  consultant,  made  possible  through  a  special  one-time  grant  of 
$110,000  provided  by  the  Department  of  Advanced  Education.  A  final  report 
completed  by  her  indicated  that  nursing  research  consultant  services  were  well 
utilized  by  nurses  in  a  variety  of  settings  throughout  the  province.  Users  of  the 
service  were  very  positive  about  the  kinds  of  support  and  assistance  that  this  service 
provided. 

A  "Proposal  for  the  Future  of  the  Alberta  Foundation  for  Nursing  Research"  was 
prepared  by  the  Board  and  submitted  in  June  1986  to  the  Minister  of  Advanced 
Education  for  consideration.  It  recommended  establishing  the  Foundation  as  an 
autonomous  corporation,  through  special  legislation,  with  its  own  endowment  when 
the  five-year  demonstration  project  ended  in  March  1988.  During  consideration  of 
the  request  for  continuation,  the  Government  agreed  that  the  Foundation  should 
continue,  but  decided  that  given  Alberta's  current  economic  circumstances  it  was 
not  feasible  to  support  the  $35  million  endowment  request  in  the  proposal.  Cabinet 
instead  agreed  to  support  continuation  of  the  Foundation  for  another  five  years  at  a 
minimum  of  one  million  dollars.  The  Cabinet  did  not  approve  the  Foundation's 
request  to  fund  health  service  and  educational  agency  nursing  research  consultation 
services. 

The  following  funding  for  1988/89  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Advanced 
Education: 
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$200,000  -annual  grant  for  nursing  research, 

$  25,000  -annual  grant  for  operation  of  the  Board,  Scientific  Review  Committee, 

advertising,  printing,  and  postage, 
$  25,000  -a  one-time  grant  to  offset  the  cost  of  relocating  the  Secretariat,  and 
$  84,000  -a  one-time  grant  of  unspent  research  funding  from  the  previous  five-year 

demonstration  period. 

In  addition,  the  Department  of  Advanced  Education  asked  the  Foundation  to 
explore  the  option  of  having  its  secretariat  services  transferred  to  the  Alberta 
Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research.  Following  discussions  between  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Alberta  Foundation  for  Nursing  Research;  the 
President  of  the  Alberta  Heritage  Foundation  for  Medical  Research;  Alberta 
Advanced  Education  officials;  and  the  Ministers  of  Advanced  Education,  and 
Technology,  Research  and  Telecommunications,  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
secretariat  services  to  be  provided  through  the  offices  of  the  Alberta  Heritage 
Foundation  for  Medical  Research,  effective  April  30,  1988.

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FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 


Grants 

The  Foundation  was  provided  a  research  budget  of  one  million  dollars  for  the  first 
five-year  period  beginning  in  the  1983-84  fiscal  year.  A  minimum  of  another  one 
million  dollars  has  been  approved  starting  the  next  fiscal  year,  1988-89.  Any  grant 
monies  not  expended  during  one  fiscal  year  have  been  carried  over  for  use  in  the 
subsequent  year.  In  the  1987/88  fiscal  year,  $200,000  was  reserved  for  grants. 

Table  1  shows  the  grants  awarded  during  the  1987/88  period.  Table  2  provides  a 
summary  of  grant  funds  awarded  over  the  Foundation's  five  year  history.  Both 
tables  show  a  portion  of  the  grants  was  retained  pending  receipt  of  interim  reports 
from  investigators.

Grant  Categories 

The  Foundation  accepted  proposals  in  the  following  categories  for  the  1987/88 
competitions. 

Research  Projects  -  Original  investigations,  replications  or  studies  using 
existing  data  which  apply  to  the  solution  or  management  of  problems 
pertaining  to  nursing  practice.  Maximum  grant  $50,000. 

Demonstration /Evaluation  Projects  -  Projects  which  involve  the 
implementation  and  evaluation  of  innovations  in  the  organization  and 
delivery  of  nursing  care  or  education.  Maximum  grant  $50,000. 

Facilitation  Grants  -  To  enable  nurses  to  develop  interesting  ideas  into 
feasible  research  grant  proposals  concerning  nursing  practice  or  education. 
Maximum  grant  $2,500. 

Conferences  /Workshops  -  To  conduct  provincial,  national  or  international 
conferences  or  workshops  designed  to  iacilitiate  and/or  communicate  the 
development  of  nursing  research.  Maximum  grant  $25,000. 

Student  Research  Bursary  -  To  assist  baccalaureate  degree  nursing  students 
or  Registered  Nurses  enrolled  in  master's  or  Ph.D.  programs  to  meet 
research  related  expenses  incurred  while  conducting  independent 
investigations  (project,  thesis,  dissertation).  Grants:  Ph.D.  $2,000;  master's 
or  baccalaureate  $1,000. 

Research  Support  Services  -  To  establish  or  strengthen  institutional  research 
development  programs.  The  grants  provide  research  support  services  within 
one  or  more  institutions.  Maximum  grant  $50,000. 
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
